Total  ad¬ 
mission  at  Southern  Baptist  Hos¬ 
pital  in  New  Orlcana  for  the 
tame  period  was  42,631,  of 
which  17,413  were  out-patients. 

Addition*  to  the  buildings  of 
both  hospitals  were  completed 
during  the  year.  These  included 
two  floors  added  at  the  hospital 
in  Jacksonville  and  additional 
administrative  offices  and  a  new 
lobby  at  the  hospital  in  New  Or¬ 
leans. 

Long-range  planning  commit¬ 
tees  have  been  appointed  at 
both  institutions.  The  board  Is 
planning  to  establish  a  nurses’ 
training  school  In  Jacksonville, 
including  the  butldtng  of  ■  nur¬ 
ses'  home  and  educational  build¬ 
ing,  and  will  make  additions  to 
the  hospital  at  New  Orleans.

JESUS  QUESTIONED 
ABOUT  TRIBUTE. 

Text:  Luke  20:19-28. 

INTRODUCTION.  In  "the 
death  days.”  These  are  the 
daxs  of  the  last  week.  Our  Lord 
has  realized  that  the  leaders 
of  His  people  will  not'  accept 
Him,  He  has  attacked  their 
hypocrisy,  sham,  make-believe, 
and  dishonest  dealings  which 
has  turned  His,  “Father’s  house, 
a  house  of  prayer  all  the 


to  entrap  their  enemy.  They 
well-knew  that  the  people  of 
Jewry  hated  Rome,  hated  the 
heel  under  which  they  were 
ground  down,  hated  the  tyranny 
which  had  deprived  them  of 
their  liberty,  hated  the  tax 
which  they  were  compelled  to 
pay  to  maintain  this  tryrapny 
over  them.  -  • 

Just  let  Jesus  say  they  ought 
to  pay  this  tax  and  immediately 
the  leaders  would  tell  the  peo¬ 
ple  that  this  Jesus  was  their 
enemy  and  a  tool  of  the  Roman 
tyranny.  He  would  thereby 
lose  His  following  among  the 
people.  On  the  other  hand, 
let  Him  say  that 'they  should 
not  pay  the  tax,  and.  they  had 
only  to  hand  Him  over  to  the 
Roman  authority  as  a  rebel  a- 
gainst  the  Roman  government. 
This  is  really  the  aharge  on 
which  Pilate  had  Him  croetfled. 

III.  JESUS  ESCAPES  THE 
DILEMMA^ 

“Shbw  me  a  penny.  Whose 
image  and  superscription  has 
it?  They  answered  and  said, 
"Caesar’s”  .  .  .  "Render  there¬ 
fore  unto  Caesar,  the  things 
which  be  Caesar’s  and  unto  God, 
the  things  which  be  God’s.” 

In  the  days  when  Augustus 
and  Tiberius  Caesar  ruled  many 
nations  they  minted  millions  of 
silver  coins  of  small  value  (said 
to  be  of  the  value  of  about  20 
cents)  called  denarius. 

This  coin  bore  an  image  of 
The  face  of  the  emperor,  while, 
around  the  edge  of  the  coin 
was  an  inscription  naming  the 
emperor  and  listing  his  domin¬ 
ions.  By  accepting  this  coin 
as  a  species  of  exchange  they 
acknowledged  the  authority  of 
the  issuing  government.  By  ac¬ 
cepting  this  money  as  legal  ten¬ 
der  in  the  sale  of  property  or 
other  commodities  and  in  the 
discharge  of  debts,  they  recog¬ 
nized  the  authority  of  the  Ro¬ 
man  government. 

Here  in  this  world,  we  are 
citizens  of  two  authorities.  The 
first  of  these  is  the  authority 
of  the  government  under  whose 
rule  we  are  born  and  live. 
Some  form  of  government  is 
necessary  to  ordered  human 
life.  People  cannot  live  in  any 
degree  of  safety  and  happiness 
without  the  protecting  care  of 
human  government. 

The  institutions  of  civilized 
society  have  committed  to 
them  interests  so  large  and 
multi-formed,  such  as  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  justice,  systems 
of  highways,  mail  service,  pos¬ 
tal  service,  and  such,  that  or¬ 
ganized  government  is  neces¬ 
sary  in  order  to  secure  the  best 
performance  of  these  services. 
To  the  government,  all  people 
awe  A  duty,  r.apiar  must  hayo
